HARBOR WORK 
MONEY GRANTED 


(By Universal Service) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The sum 
of $62,024,789.62 was spent during the 
last fiscal year under the direction 
of the chief of engimeers, U. S. army, 
from government funds for non-mili- 
tary engineering projects, according 
to the annual report of General Tay- 
lor, chief engineer, made public to- 
day. 

This amount does not include $11,- 
191,375.35 expended at Mussel Shoals 
and $3,113,072.10 contributed for im- 
provements by states, municipalities 
and private parties.

the balance of nature. On the Kaibab plateau north of the Grand 


Canyon, deer ate the abundant grass and multiplied. The mountain 
lion or cougar ate the deer and multiplied. The stockman shot a 
few hundred deer every season and the hoofed population of the 
plateau was kept within reasonable bounds. 

The Kaibab national forest was included in the Grand Canyon 
game preserve. There was no more hunting—except mountain 
lions. They were nearly all killed off. The deer, multiplied faster 
than ever. Their increase scared the forest service. No outlet ex- 
isted for the deer. In the desert north, east and west there was 
no forage; south were the preciptious walls of the Grand Canyon. 
Now there are 30,000 mule deer and food sufficient only for half 
that number. Unless 15,000 deer are removed in a hurry, the entire 
herd will starve to death. 

A similar situation exists round Yellowstone park, where the 
_. ancreasing elk herds lack sufficient winter range. 
ment has more bisons than it knows what to do with.

Garnish with 
the beet or cumcumber and_ serve 
before it is cold. 

Another savory salad from Ger= 
many is made from herrings, which 
calls for hard-boiled eggs, a_ little 
cold potato, parsley, onion, and sea- 
sonings. Among other characteristic 
American dishes are leberkloesse, or 
liver dumpling; sacher torte, or 
chocolate tart; milchbrot suppe, or 
milkbread soup. : 

To make German meat, dumplings 
oi knedel you will need eight ounces 
of chepped cooked meat, two ounces 


of bread crumbs, a half teaspoons of 


powdered mixed herbs, one egg and 
seasonings to taste. Mix the meat, 
bread crumbs and ather ingredients 
and form the mixture into balls.
